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Boyne delays bonding proposal until next week 


After much discussion concer- 
ning a proposed bonding issue that 
would allow the Boyne City 
Schools to expand classroom and 
support space, board member 


Judy Follette asked the many 
questions that she says the board 
wants answers to before asking 
the voters to approve an almost $9 
million issue. 


BC board ratify teacher, 
support staff contracts 


Boyne City teachers and the 
educational support staff will be 
getting a raise in their next week's 
pay after the school board ratified 
their side of the agreement bet- 
ween the Boyne City Education 
Association and the schools. 


The new contract calls for a 5.42 
percent raise for both unions along 
with other changes in the contrac- 
tual language of the contracts 
between the two parties. 

The contract will cover the 
school years of 1990-91, 91-92 and 
92-98 and will include a 542 per- 
cent increase each year. It will be 
retroactive to the first day of 
schoo! last fall. 

The coritract means a beginning 
teacher in Boyne City with no ex- 


perience could begin this year with 
a salary of $22,765, a beginning 
teacher in 1991-92 will get $23,999 
and in 1992-93 will start at $25,300. 

The other end of the step scale 
for teachers with over 25 years of 
teaching experience and a masters 
degree could earn as much as 
$46,562 in 1992-93. 

The contract for the teachers 
was ratified last month while the 
support staff ratified the 
agreement recently according to 
spokespeople at the school board. 

The board traditionally ratifies 
the agreement after the teachers’ 
union agrees to the terms. School 
officials said they have all of the in- 
formation on hand to process 
retroactive checks as well as begin 
the pay schedules this week. 


She said there are too many 
questions that many voters want 
to know the answers to before 
they go to the polls.

That called for about $12.3 
million which would have con- 
structed a new middle school con- 
nected to the high school, added 
additional support rooms and 
classrooms to the other school 
buildings in the district and con- 
structed a new athletic facility and 
auditorium. 

The board has since reduced the 
plan to about $9 million by 
thinking it could eliminate the 
athletic auditorium and some other 
changes. 

But disagreements between the 
board have delayed the final 
decision as to what will be asked of 
voters to approve. 

In the discussion Monday night 
at the regular monthly board 
meeting, Lee Stadt, a member of

concept of a strong middle school or a kindergarten through 
third grade for a lower elementary, a fourth and fifth for an 
upper elementary and a sixth, seventh, and eighth grade 
middle school is absolutely great, could be implemented, and 
may be the best for the children. 

It may be great, but the board isn’t listening to the other 
part of the school system that is crying out trying to be able 
to afford living in the area due to rising tax loads. 

Those who are crying are also saying no to any proposal, 
although some are saying yes to something in the $4 million 
dollar range they think the community would support. 

The question is what could be done to eliminate the over- 
crowding of classrooms many see coming up in the future. 

The answer may be to rework the concept to another con- 
cept. Like a K through 6 grade concept for elementary, a 7-8 
grade concept for middle school and a 9-12 for high school. 

If that concept were followed, then an alternative plan 
could be developed that would only require a new elemen- 
tary school, where the growth is greatest, and some ad- 
ditional minor remodeling of other buildings. 

It may even be able to present a building program to the 
voters that would cost about $4 million. 

We don’t know exactly who presented the idea of the con- 
cept the board is thinking of following, but we suspect it 
came from administrators, not the people on the committee 
who will have to pay for it. 

Sure, it all sounds great, but so does winning the lottery 
with a single ticket bought last week. 

It isn’t going to happen unless the board changes the con- 
cept.

slight decline to about 600 studen- 
ts by the 1999-2000 school year. 

The present middle school was 
constructed in 1942 as the high 
school. Today, it houses students in 
grades six through eight. In 1981- 
82, the student capacity wsa 269 
while current enrollment is 230. 
Projections for the middle school 
show it can expect about 300 
students by the year 2000. 

The high school was completed 
in 1978 to house the ninth through 
twelfth grades. In 1981 the 
enrollment was listed at 345 while 
currently, the school has 271 
students. Projections show the 
school would house 393 students 
by the 1999-2000 school year. 

The committee also learned 
that, over the last four years, 31.5 


percent of all children born to 
parents in Charlevoix County have 
enrolled in the East Jordan School 

In addition to learning those 
figures, members of the committee 
decided on a schedule that they 
should follow in order to make a 
decision covering the future. 

They will be meeting almost 
monthly to work on the decision of 
trying to decide whether the 
district should expand, where the 
expansion should come, what op- 
tions or alternatives should be 
considered and what input they 
will need from school ad- 
ministrators. 

They are expected to come to a 
decision this coming December as 
to what will be needed if anything.

MSU Extension 
offers nitrate 
testing services 


Agronomists at Michigan State 
University believe that most far- 
mers can reduce nitrogen ap- 
plications to crops and stil} obtain 
good yields. 

Maurice Vitosh, MSU Extension 
agronomist, who has been conduc- 
ting soil nitrate tests for three 
years, says that reducing nitrogen 
application is economically and en- 
vironmentally warranted. 

“The average adjustment in 
1989 for 1,100 fields that were 
tested was 37 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre, a savings of about $110 
per field,” Vitosh says. “In 1990, 50 
percent of the fields tested 
received an adjustment of more 
than 55 pounds of nitrogen per 
acre, a savings of about $165 per 
acre.” 

Applying more nitrogen to 
fields than the crop will use means 
that the excess nitrogen may be 
leached into surface or groun- 
dwater. 

Farmers can take soil samples 
and have them tested at MSU this 
spring before planting or before 
sidedressing corn for $3 per sam- 
ple. Each sample should represent 
no more than 20 acres and should 
be taken at a depth of one foot. 

Soil sampling instructions and 
soil sample boxes can be obtained 
through the county Cooperative 
Extension Service office or from 
the MSU Soil Testing Laboratory, 
Plant and Soil Sciences Building, 
MSU, East Lansing, MI 48824. 

Vitosh says that Extension will 
also conduct 30 nitrate testing 
clinics around the state, beginning 
in April and continuing through 
mid-June. County Extension of- 
fices will have information about 
the schedule within the next few 
weeks.

was no significant change in the 
land values, while the ECF went 
from 1.02 percent to 1.03 percent. 
In Ward Two, there was also no 
significant land value change but 
the ECF factor went from 1.07 to 
1.17 percent. In Ward Three, there 
was no real land value change, 
while the factor went from 1.11 to 
1.14 percent. In Ward Four there 
was significant change in lakefront 
properties and this year the ECF 
factors were split ranging from 
1.22 on up to 231 percent. 

The factors are multiplied with 
the assessment to determine what 
the resident will have their taxes 
based upon. 

Blanchard said that fixing up 
your homestead doesn't 
necessarily mean you will see an 
increase in taxes, but recommen- 
ded residents to file with the 
department a form, number 4293, 
which helps keep maintenance and 
repairs off the tax roles. Those 
forms will be available at City Hall 
said Randy Frykberg. 

In comparison to the county 
averages, Blanchard said the 
commercial were set at 
5.82 percent, the industrial at 1.45 
percent and the residential at 7.69 
for a county average of 6.3 percent.
